LAW OF EVIDINCE.

THE BRIBERY CASES. 


Unwilling Jurors, 


When it was announced at the Criminal 
Sessions this morning thet the charges of 
bribery against Sanitary Inspectors Ward 
and Gidley would be heard next Tuesday, 
the Chief Justice, before dismissing the 
special jurors, ssid that the Registrar had 
received several applications for exemption 
on private grounds. Ho wanted it to be 
distinctly understood that it was quite 
impossible for him to exempt jurymen 
from performing the duty which the liw 
had east upon ther. ‘There was no power 
under the law to exempt them and it was 
the prisoner's right to have tho full panel. 
Tho only case where it was possible to 
exempt jurymen was where public intoreut 
demanded it.

Mrs Eddy denies ix folo what woe 
ordinarily regard as limitations. The lawa 
of ‘birth, growth, maturity, and decay,” 
(190), she declares to be mere illosions. 
The law of cause and. ctlect is denied as 
when exerise is stated to contribute nothing 
to tho development of muscle, (199), all, 
all there lows and limitations are downright 
delusions, There ia only one Heality and 
that is the Divine Principle.

Ic in trae the Ordinance ia not a complete 
guarantee againat frand, The Bioai Ordin- 
ance of B. C.2000 which runa. = Thou. 
shalt do no murder,” is not a completa 
gurrantoo against murder. It may easily 
ba evaded by the unsornpulous method of 
putting "an ounce of Tead inte someone, 
as the Shanghai velebrity Hyndman would 
sry. “The Ordinance itsell,” saya the 
Hankow authority apeaking of the Hong- 
kong article, ‘'xives a toophole for fraud, 
and if qattere wore looked into, more 
then ene company bas taken advantare of 
it, and mary more are looked on with 
“suspicion.” The Uankow writer then 
proceeds te quote one cate ~no more. 

The fact ie that the Hongkong system of 
regintoring limited compantos is the bast, 
Moxt oumyoniert ond most hasincsslike in 
the Far Kast. Te is net porfect, Hongkong 
being subject to the usaa! limitations of

Bi law at Honekon. the noareat 
available British territory, are quite no » 
tevel with average joint-stook companies in 
the east, probably a good dea! superior if 
acourate comparison could he mace.
